URGED

Hangehow, Apr. 6. 
‘The Jand rental system formed the 
tople of prolonged discussion at two 
sessions of the 3rd annual confezence 
ef the China Land Administration 
Society (Chung Kuo Ti-Cheng Hsueh-

PREVENTIVE WORK IN

w Anti-Smuggling Measure 
Formulated 





Shanghai, Apr. 14. 
Measures for the suppression ‘of 
smuggling in the north, formulated 
by the Ministry of Finance and the 
Customs officals, were further dis~ 
cussed between’ Dr. H. H. Kung, 
Minister of Finance, and Mr, Ling 
Shih-tsa, Superintendent of ‘the 
‘ientsin’ Customs, who arrived from 
Nanking yesterday. Pending a con- 
ference of delegates from  vatious 
departments and ministries involved, 
the measures will be submitted to 
the Executive Yuan for enforcement. 
"Tha precise steps to be taken by 
the authorities are being withheld 
from publication, but {t is understood 
that the Ministry of Railways will 
co-operate to prevent the smuggled 
goods from being further transported 
fo other parts of the country. Goods 
Imported in the north will not be 
transported to other districts unless 
they. bear Customs tariff reccipts. 
Rigid inspection is expected tv be 
Instituted “along the Peiping-Hankow 
and ‘Tientsin-Pukow lines. 

‘The new preventive mensures wero 
first discussed by officials of the 
Ministry of Finance in Nanking 
when several Customs offcials were 
summoned to the capital. Mr. Loy 
Chang, director of Customs Attairs of 
the Ministry, who took part in the 
discussions, came to Shanghai with 
the Plans which were examined here. 

‘Smuggled Goods Seized 

According to a Chinese message 
from ‘Tientsin, 900 tons of artificial 
silk and sugar were selzed outside 
Taku on a big junk fying the 
choukuo flag.

‘The result of 
his appeal to the country last 
November was regarded as a por- 
sonal triumph for him. Yet, backed 
by a formidable majority, within 
four months of that General Elec 
tion he is beginning to be the 
subject of dublous speculation. He 
ost prestige in the episode which 
Jed to Sir Samuel Hoare’s election.

Mr. Baldwin's 
press supporters could not refute 
the attacker's contentions but they’ 
fendeavoured {o treat the speech as 
fa paternal homily addressed by an 
elder statesman to the Government) 
as a whole, Other crilles were less 
considerate of Mr. Baldwin's feel~ 
ings, Those who preferred to wait| 
uni they had the Hansard repott| 
fof Sir Austen's speech were not in- 
felined to minimize its purport in 
disapproval of Mr. Baldwin, Let one! 

After relerring to 
Mr. Baldwin's startling admission of 
ignorance regarding certain vital 
aspects of the country’s defence 
problem, Sir Austen went on:

mistakable. It must have consider-| 
ably shaken Mr, Baldwin's au-| 
thority. 

Tt would seem highly improbable 
that if a change of Prime Minister| 
is contemplated it will be postponed 
until after the King's Coronation in| 
May 1937, To saddle the Govern- 
ment with a chief in discard would| 
invite disabilities prejudicial to| 
the administration and to the! 
Jcountry’s continued commercial pro- 
‘gress. Either Mr. Baldwin must re~ 
store his ascendancy and command 
lof the public confidence or his re- 
Linquishment of his offce seems to 
be Indicated. The question is how. 
far the deterioration has gone. Mr. 
[Anthony Eden's dramatic accession 
to the Foreign Office has not yet| 
justified itself and therefore ihe 
joss of Sir Samuel Hoare is all the 
more serious. Momentous problems| 
fare now being thrust upon the na- 
tion's attention. Much depends on 
the Goiernment's ability to clarity| 
the issues involved. Public opinion is 
not speaking consistently: the late! 
Lord Birkenhead’s historie refer- 
tence to the tendeney of that opinion 
{to hiccough is irresistibly recalled. 
‘There is the stronger reason  (o 
expect from the Government firm’ 
Teadership. Mr. Baldwin docs not| 
[seem to have fuiflied that expecta- 
tion of late. His record shows that! 
hhis powers of recovery are great. 
Stimulated by Monday's vote he! 
‘maz rise to the oceasion and assert 
himself, but the incantations of the! 
Tobby awaken anxiety. Mr. Winston 
‘Churehiit's dominance in the devate| 
must strike the detached observer| 
‘as significant, although there can| 
hardly be any immediate thought of 
that stalesman’s return to the front 
bench. ‘The trutt is that the politi- 
eal situation at Westminster, for all 
‘the solidarity of the Government's 
well-whipped majority, is in a state 
of fluidity.

Few men or women would admit 
to such deliberation in ill-doing. 
‘This theatrical phantom of an erring| 
King touched reality in his grasp 
of the power which he affected to| 
despise. 

‘Nor docs that influence decline, 
though the formalities which often 
attended study of the Book may be| 
less rigidly observed. It is a com- 
monplaco {0 assert that great 
writers have found thelr way to 
the ear of their public by somehow 
catching the magic music of the 
Bible; orators have been similarly 
moved. But if that were all, then, 
‘outside the classrooms or the study, 
the Book would have little service 
to render. It is just because it has| 
other and higher claims to atten- 
tion that it stands where it does. 
In the world to-day peoples and| 
individuals are sorely troubled by| 
the oppressiveness of thelr fate 
Destiny seems to drag them in-| 
exorably toward follies which they 
‘would fain eschew. ‘The maze of 
motives and desires becomes more 
bewildering despite the advance of 
all manner of special scientific 
Knowledge designed to assist un- 
derstanding. ‘The questions which 
were asked by _ philosophers 
thousands of years ago remain un- 
answered. ‘The problems which 
beset bygone eras are still unsolved. 
The machine that is man would 
break down utterly were not he 
fortifled by the sense of a divinity’ 
whereon he may lean. “That sense 
finds expression, to-day as yesterday, 
in the writings which have now, 
spread thelr thoughts in nearly alll 
the tongues of the globe. Solutions 
may elude humanity, but solace is| 
ever at hand. There is the mission| 
enshrined in the pages of the Great| 
Book.

[delivery of 140 yards of russet cloth, 
60 pairs of single-soled shoes, 303 ells 
fot "linen cloth (for smocks), 26 
pieces of “bearing and. trussing 
sheets” of holland cloth, two pieces 
Of “presse sheets,” 30 ells of diaper, 
18 napkins of diaper, 30 clls of canvas 
‘and 3 bolts of strong cords “lo truss 
the said stuff in.” In addition to the 
clothing, the women were given " 
platter of wood containing a whole 
Ting, halt a salmon, half-a-dozen red 
herrings and. two ‘loaves of bread, 
@ bow! of ash-wood full of white 
wine and a purse with forty shillings 
therein.” ‘When Queen Elizabeth per- 
sonally performed the “Pedilavium” 
the feet of the beneficiaries were first 
washed by the yeomen of the laundry 
with warm water and sweet herbs. 
James TI" was. the last monarch to 
perform the actual foot-washing for 
William TT delegated it to his Al. 
/moner as Queen Elizabeth hod done 
In 1808. It was finally abandoned in 
1754 sine when the ceremony har 
been ‘confined to distribution of 
‘Maundy Pennies. In earlier days 
great nobles as well as the sovereign 
performed the rite on thelr own ac-| 
count as for example, Cardinal Wol- 
‘sey at Peterborough Abbey in 1530 


REASSURING 
‘The statement made by Mr. Neville 
[Chamberlain in the House of Com- 
‘mons on the subject of the possibility 
Jot Great Britain surrendering any of 
her colonies or mandated territories 
should be a definite enough answer 
to those who think that such a step 
Jcould be taken with general benefit 
to world peace. ‘There is a large 
section of the British public, though 
fortunately not in a majority, which 
thinks that it might be a good thing 
to do in order to satisty the aspir 
{tions of other nations and so avert 
the possibility of war. The mandates 
When they were originally granted 
were meant {o be of a permanent 
ature until the territories so con- 
{trolled developed sufficiently to take 
thelr places as independent nations 
Jamongst the others of the world. To 
hand such colonies back to their pre- 
jwar owners would have the effect of 
pletely nullifying the intentior 
which underlaid the scheme. With 
regard to the British colonies it is a 
tittle dimeult to understand why 
Britain should be expected to take 
a step which other colonizing powers 
jwould most certainly not. Even if it 
Jwere done, there is a grave danger 
{that much’ of the good work which 
has been done for the native races 
Jconcerned would be set at naught by 
the change in ideas which would 
Inecessarily follow the change in 
Jownership, and devotion to principle 
Jdemands that the interests of the 
people so governed shui! be a par~ 
amount factor in deciding what thelr 
fate shall be. ‘There ere very def- 
{nite obligations assumed . towards| 
colonial and mandated peoples and 
{they are such that they cannot lightly 
be set aside for the purpose of mere 
jpolitieal expediency which may in 
the tong run prove to be no real 
solution of any of the problems with 
which the world is feced.

to be brought about. One of the. 
chief obstacles which it had to en- 
Jeounter was the rapid growth of an 
Jexaggerated nationalism which has 
Jsought to subordinate the general 
Jgood to Individual advancement. 
That this has been to a very large 
Jextend due to economic factors is all 
too true, but where countries are try 
Ing to preserve to themselves that 
Jwhich they already had and to thwart 
the economic advance of others, 
Jwhere evergrowing larifis have 
brought about a very great deal of| 
Jexasperation, and where the desire 
for territorial aggrandisement exists 
In the hearts of those nations 
Jdespolled by the fortunes of war, it 
|g Inevitable that the ideals which 
[dictated the form of the Covenant of 
the League should be forgotten in 
favour of the policy of expediency. 
It is now apparent that the closing of 
the gaps in the League structure to 
which M. Herriot refers will more 
likely take the form of drestic recon- 
struction. That will undoubtedly be

a stronger position than it had 
hitherto enjoyed. The fault of the 
President's was that he signed a. 
decree prepared by the Valladares 
Cabinet dissolving” the Legislature, 
The degality of that step was im- 
mediately contested by the Left who 
submitted the melion declaring ‘the 
Gegallty of ‘his action and his re- 
moval from office prior to 

eral elections which so emphatically 
Feturned his opponents to office. This, 
new development is not to be taken 
as another revolutionary outbreak in 
Spain, but rather as a natural out- 
come of the elections which resulted 
Jn the Uberation of a large number 
‘of powerful. politicians who, during 
‘Senor Zamora's tenure of office, hi 
bbeen condemned to Imprisonment for

Senor Zamora was the first President 
of the Spanish Republic established 
after the downfall of the monarchy 
{in 2931, “It will be remembered that 
in April, 1931, following the results 
of the ‘municipal elections “which 
‘showed anti-monarchleal feelings to 
bbe running exceptionally high, King 
Alphonso XII1, the Queen and other 
‘members of the royal family left the 
country. A republic was immediat 
ly declared and a provisional. gov- 
ernment drawn from members of 
the various republican and socialist 
parties was forined, Elections for 
Constitient Assembly were held on 
June 28. ‘The Assembly met on July

Equipment Orders from Shansi 
Font Oun Owe Comsronoexe 


Dairen, Mar, 28. 

After twenty years of’ negotiation, 
‘an agreement has finally been con- 
eluded fora through freight, service 
‘between China and Manchoukuo, ac- 
cording to an official snnouncement 
Issued by the South Manchuria Rail 
way Company here, ‘The announee- 
ment explains that the agreement 
‘calls for the formal inauguration of 
the service on May 1. Signatories in 
cluded Mr. Soibet Saicai, representing 
the SMR. and the General Direction 
fof Manchoukuo State Railways, and 
Mr. Cheng Chiao-sheng, on behalf of 
the Polping-Shanhalkuan Railway. 
‘The accord, it is further explained, 
is "in aceordanee with the stipulations 
fof the Tangku Truee Agreement.” 

‘Understood to comprise thirteen 
farticles, the agreement, among other| 
provisions, states that it may be 
‘brogated by any party concerned on 
six months’ notice or modified at any 
time after mutual consultation by the 
three parties to the agreement. 

‘Direct delivery of goods _between| 
Manchoukuo and North China at! 
present Is by boat. Goods sent by 
Tallway are received at Shanhalkuan 
for Fe-shipment to thelr destinations, 
the system paralyzing trade by rall-|

‘The new agreement Is expected to 
remove the barrier by permitting all 
{goods to flow through  Shanhalkuan

RESERVISTS HELD 
READY IN DAIREN 


Widespread Feeling There 
May Be Trouble 
Frost Oun Own Comsroxener 


Dairen, Mar, 29. 

Ever since the military uprising In 
/Tokyo on February 26, Japanese army 
authorities in Manchoukuo have been 
specially ‘clive In checking up the 
roll-eall of reservists who afe now 
\workea-day citizens of this country. 

It is reliably learned these reservisis| 
‘ave been warned “to be ready at 
[alt'times” to the call of duty. The 
result is that there is a widespread 
feeling that perhaps there is going to 
‘be trouble of such a nature the 
‘Kwanlung Army will feel obliged to 
press reservists into action to augment 
the standing troops. 

‘That it Is the duty of the military 
always to be on the alert, to know 
how and where tke fighting men are, 
is generally recognized as nothing 
‘unusual. ‘Phe present attitude of the 
Japanese military, however, is not 
[normal but tense, observers here point 
‘out. Working men, subject to mili 
ary summons, are being contacted 
more frequently than in tke past and 

requested to maintain the most 
jpld communication with headquar- 
fers. Every effort is apparently be- 
Ing made to expedite speedy mobll- 
faation whenever necessary, 

‘A number of non-reguisr soldiers 
already received orders to proceed to 
[disturbed areas in northern Manchou- 
uo, according to.whispered inform 
fation. It 1s reported some of them 
are seeing service against tke Outer 
Mongotians. 

One of the rst rumours to make 
the rounds here immediately upon 
recelpt of the news of the Tokyo 
rebellion was that “war is a foregone 
jconclusion.” ‘That subject, however, 
‘tas by now dissipated. Yet, when 
first elreulated, the Impact had the 
effect of erystalizing and electrifying 
‘the Japanese spirit. of devotion. So 
‘marked was the impulse manifest by 
the Japanese here to rally to “the 
Jcommon cause” that it edleited from 
orelgn observers the remark that 
whoever should make the mistake to| 
tackle the Japanese in that mood 
would find them stecled to tke mar- 
row of thelr bones. Indeed, the 
Japanese felt the dynamic urge of 

‘undivided front, that a crisis 
home required every man and woman 
to stand by ready to attack in defence 
of thelr weakened positions. 

Not to Lower Thelr Guard 

Although the more acute feeling 
of national distress “has been con- 
siderably alleviated, there is a feeling 
among the Japanese here that their 
‘muard should not be lowered even 
for a moment. The vigil of thelr 
military authorities in this country 
is generally encouraged as an ab- 
solutely necessary precaution. The 
publle to all intents and purposes is 
fone with the military in keeping the 
belt tightened round their waists, 

In fairness to the Japanese here, 
it must be added that they are 
actually labouring harder to prevent 
any ‘precipitation of trouble. They 
fare jealous for peace, knowing they 
fave a great deal to do to protect 
‘and make productive their interests 

nd investments in Manchouls, 
‘Trouble, as generally understood 
here, is a chronic situation along 
Manchoukuo's frontier facing Outer 
Mongolia and Sovict Russia.

DIES IN TACHIENLU 


Snow-covered Hillside Grave Site of Dr. J. H. Edgar, 
Who Succumbed to Influenza 
By Tirrane 


‘Tachiontu, Mar. 25 
To-day a great border warrior 
found his last resting place on the 
hill above Tachienlu, It had snowed 
teavily during the night and the city’ 
was covered with a beautiful mantic 
of fresh, white snow. From now on 
{it May the frentier usually has a 
number of very heavy snow falls and 
fas a rule the passes are very difieult| 
fo cross, A heavy fall of three, six 
for nine inches will take place dur- 
ing the night and before midday very 
little may be seen. And this Is what| 
happened when we laid this old. war- 
lor 0 rest to-day. As the darkness 
erept over Tachlenlu snow fell heavily 
@uring @ good part of the night and 
some of us began to wonder how 
‘we would proceed. 

‘Daybreak came and with it a most 
glorious sunrise, To the south lic 
the great snowy tops of the Yajagen 
Range and the carly morning sun 
turned them into peaks of gold. Later 
the mountains surrounding Tachient 
were covered with gorgeous sunlight 
‘and we then knew that by midday 
the Beautiful mantle of snow would 
have completely disappeared, enabling 
us to bury the old warrior in his last 
Yesting place among his own beloved 
mountains. We had planned to keld 
the funeral service about eight o'clock 
‘but delayed this till about noon to 
Bive the snow a chaneo to melt. 

‘The men carrying the body feared 
that unless this was done they would 
have some difculty in reaching the 
grave, Everything, however, turned 
Out Just as the old warrior, who had 
run fis race, would have loved it to 
do. A. glorious sun shone out from 
fa peerless blue sky transforming the 
order town of Tachienlu into a per- 
fect fairly land, We very often have 
stich mornings, ‘but this morning, the 
glories of earit: and sky seemed to 
vie wits each other to honour th: 
memory of one who knew the frontier 
Better than any other man. J. H. 
Edgar knew the border for more thai: 
thirty years and was as familiar with 
Mts bypatks as its great highways. 

38 Years in China 

James Huston Edgar came to China. 
trom New Zealand in 1898, A. wati- 
derer from his youth, like George 
Borrow, he continued his wandering| 
in a strange and foreign land, Wan- 
derlust was his very life blood; to 
have caged ttm was impossible: he 
Jived on movement, and one scene: 

















‘at action merely drow him on to an- 
other, A wandering life in New 
Zealand and Australia brought him 





the call to more wandering in China 
and ‘the Tibetan frontier. 

‘No man bore more valiantly Yan 
3. H, Edgar the banner with —the| 
‘slrange device, Excelsior, Further and 
hhigher, where no. man had bee, 
were. the walch-words that moved 
him Into action, Chatrin, Nyarong, 
Jurong, Jarong and the gorges of the 
Yangtze, the Mekong and the Sal- 
‘ween, were all known to the traveller 
who ikad wandering in his blood. He 
loved the saddle and he loved the 
road, though he sometimes detested 
the wild brute ke was forced to ride. 
No one, even easually, could visit the 
‘Tibetan frontier, and fail to meot the 
man who knew it so well, And there 
are very fow to-day, Chinese, Tibetan 
of tribal, who have not seen this man 
with  buneh of Gospel portions under 
hig. arm. 

He came from a rugged Scottish 
stock who turned up soil that Ead 
not been turned up before and this 
continued to be his life work: turn- 
ing up soll and hoping, ever hoping, 
that younger and more daring men 
would follow him and sow the seed. 
He worked for nearly 95 years, large- 
ly along the border land belween 
China and Tibet, turned up unturned 
ground, sown the Good Seod of the 
Kingdom and waited very patiently 
for others to follow, That, however, 
was denied him, and the old warrior 
two days ago, shouted Excelsior for 
the last time. Ho was buried to-day, 
‘as he wanted to be, with his beloved 
‘snow mountains all ‘around him. Trey| 
rise above him, but tke call Exeel- 
sior, now has no charm for the old, 
weary and travel-worn scout. 

Dread Influenza Germ 

For five or six days he fought 
stiff ght with the influenza germ 
and his heart, whieh had given him 
considerable “trouble and anxiety 
during the past years failed to carry 
him trrough the sickness. Dr, James 
did all that he could but the condi- 
ton of his heart told heavily against 
‘him. ‘Mr. Edger spent some time 
every day distributing Seriptures on 
the plaza in front of the mission 
compound. ‘This plaza functions very 
much Ike the Pool of Bethesda in 
that it js the rendezvous for a large 
number of impotent folk who come 
out fo sun themselves in the warm 
sunshine, Apart from this plaza

‘open space. No one devoled to good 
oF public works has to walt long on 
this plaza before he gathers an 
audience. And kere Mr. Edgar took 
his stand day by day distributing the 
Word of God to the Tibetan, the 
Chinese, and the tribes. In many 
ways it was an ideal spot but it har- 
Boured germs of the vilest and most 
virulent. type and no doubt this Is 
where the old warrior pleked up his 
influenza.

For 39 years a missionary In China 
‘who died in Tachientu on Mareh 23 
of Bethesda, sat tere in the warm 
sunshine and picked their garments.

‘Communists in Tibet 

Norla Lama, with his Chinese and, 
Tibetan forces, had made Dawo his] 
centre for some considerable time 
and the city was regarded as im- 
pregnable. Norla has his own wire- 
Tess outfit and was in constant com- 
munication with Tachlenlu and the 
outside world. Then he and tis force 
move west towards Luho (Drang- 
gu) and Kanze. Apparently this 
move west by Norla and: his forces 
Tock place only a few days before 
the Red altack: Hsie-yo with his 
strong Government armies drove tke 
‘Communists out of Tienchuen, and 
apparently kept them on the run past 
Beohsing, towards Danba, Hsu re- 
‘mained at Dana while his armies 
‘moved further west to Tsonghua and 
Skuching. From there they retired 
on their old base at Jokdze, gathered 
a strong force of several’ thousand 
Reds and made their rush on the 
‘Tibetan grasslands. ‘The Communists 
have gone as far as Gada in tke grass 
country, but this is the first time 
they have really been in what might 
‘be termed lama controlled territory, 
‘And what will be tke reaction? 

Defence of Tachlenta 

Gen. Li assured the population that 
It he found it impossible to hold 
Tackienlu he would let the inhabitants 
know. And this, more than anything. 
frightened the local residents. Hereto- 
fore the idea has never troubled them 
that Gen. Li might not be able to 
hold the ‘city. It is now almost im- 
possible to got either a chair coolie 
or carrying coolie, and should an 
exodus take place it will mean each 
person taking what they can carry. 
We ourselves have bundled up a few 
things ready to depart at » moment's 
notice. At present theré are between 
twenty and thirly Europeans in the 
city, including the old French Bishop 
who as been on the frontier for 
over §5 years. 

‘The problem before Gen. Li is now. 
Hsieyo with bis larger army is be- 
hhind Gen. Li and only what is abso- 
lulely necessary gets through. There 
Js suMeient food for the armies but} 
the civilian population in finding it 
‘tard to secure even cornmeal, and 
at present the Tibetans are not bring- 
ing in any yak. For the first time 
in many years two of the gates in 
Tackienlu are closely guarded and 
ho one is permitted out or in unles 
they can give some password or rec- 
ognized authority in the town. Tt must 
be exceedingly hard keeping a’tab‘on 
city like Tachienlu. Hundreds of 
‘Tibetans come and go every day: 
hundreds ‘of Tribal people enter and 
leave the city: and hundreds of| 
Okinese coolies arrive and depart, 
either with or without loads. What 
is to be done? The Hunan and 
Kiangsi_ Government troops are 

















‘strangers on the frontier and have 


no idea who is a spy and wo is not, 
‘There are frequent nightraids on the 
48 caravanseries in Tachienlu and 
cceasionally someone is arrested who 
can give no adequate account for his 
presence in the cily. Sometimes 
Eundreds of such men are rounded 
up, for a few days, and then de- 
ported. 
On Foraging Expedition 

‘The local magistrate, Mr. Hua left 
Tachienlu for Minya on the other 
side of the Jedo pass. The Tibetans, 
more appretensive than other people, 
hhave stored up enormous quantities 
of barley thus with holding it from 
the market in Tachienlu. Mr. Hua’s 
mission to the grasslands is to fer- 
suade the Tibelans to bring this 
barley into the city, hoping to explain 
that if they fail to do s0, the Com- 
munists may may come on them and 
relieve them of it. He tas also 
gone to see what help the Minya 
militia can give in the present erisis.

BANDIT SCOURGE IN

Government Forees Rush to 
‘Suppress New Uprisings 
Front A Comsronoext 


Chungking, Mar. 25. 
‘The combination of the so-called 
“Red Lantern” and “Large Sword” 
bandits in the Mienyang district with 
Mhousands of followers of the ate 
Wang Shan-chun, has given cise to 
fan era of terror in both that and the 
surrounding districts. A number of 
important places have been. taken, 
while several Government and militia 
foMlals and men have been slain. 

Furthermore, in the ~ Shunching 
region, another horde, rejoicing under 
the tile of the "Fon Religion Con- 
verts," ‘has sprung up and is also 
freating a great deal of havoc. It! 
is learned that large bodies of Gov- 
Jernment troops have been rushed to 
the affected areas to stamp out the 
menace. 

‘Meanwhile, Fang Hai-yun and Li 
Hsueh-lung, former notorious robber- 
chieftains, "who surrendered a few 
months ago. with 1,000 men after 
ravaging the border regions of Sze~ 
fehuen, Hupeh, and Shansi for many 
years, have been executed by order 
fot. the Government. Tt was. diz- 
covered that, far from  repenting, 
they had continued to plunder and 
kidnap after they had ostensibly 
been re-organized into Governmment 
forces. About forty of their fol- 
lowers, who also were found guilly, 
Jwere similarly dealt with.

Jchange of heart to restore the Army 
to its former brilliance. 

“Army discipline Is the very life 
artery of the service," he continued. 
"It should be as intense and as stron 
Jas the burning sun and the autumnal 
frost 
Demanding a thorough tightening 
lof military rules and regulations, Gen, 
‘Terauchi added: “It is to be regretted 
that, ag a result of recent changes in 
fhouent, sme young ofa, are 
1¢ {0 take action likely to confuse 
the system of command.” 


Spiritaat Unity Urged 


“Superior ofticers upon whom falls 
the duty of becoming the object of 
respect of thelr subordinates by, 
primarily, acting in an exemplary 
fashion, should also Yead thelr com- 
Jmands $0 as to secure thelr improve- 
ment. Kindly leadership is neces 
sary, but the strict observance of 
orders is also essential,” Gen, 
[Terauch! continued. “If there are 
Jmen who, despite the right leadership, 
Jshow no evidence of improvement, 1 
jwish that you will ellminate them 
{for the high purpose of regenerating 
the Army s0 as to leave no cause for 
future disturbances,” he added. 

Gen, Terauchi also made a plea 
for the furthering of the spiritual

Front Our Own Conmesronserr

0 far havo found no use for them 
‘and they are glad when they are 
‘caught a8 they say the alligator some- 
time weakens the dykes as he digs 
himself in, and in the summer time 
‘they are apt to get in the way of a 
Ashorman’s net, I have not heard 
that they are dangerous, but a five 
foot alligator is a bit formidable 1ook~ 
ing and there Is great strength in 
his tall.

fhe has flourished for twenty years. 
‘Although he officially retired trom 
fective work a number of years ago, 
Dr. MeClure at 80 still does a big job 
levery day, giving lectures in ‘the 
‘university ‘and seeing all the patients 
referred to him at the out-patient 
‘linle every morning. 

It 4s because Dr. McClure is 80 
years, entering into the life of stu- 
Gents’ and colleagues and still keeping

felebrate the birthday of this re- 
markable octogenarian. Not long ago, 
fais son, “Dr. “Bob” McClure of 
Hwaiking, Honan, one of the most 
versatile and able missionaries in 
JChina, had just returned from home 
and was telling his father of a new 
medical discovery, thinking In his 
enthusiasm that he was imparting 
inew information to one a bit behind 
ithe times.

COMMNIST ARMIES 
IN SHANSI 


Missionaries Fail to Receive 
Evacuation Orders 
From Oun Own Comsroxocrr 


Kaifeng, Ho, Mar. 30, 
A good deat is being written in the 
papers these days about the Com- 
Tuinist armies in Shansi; and 
eonecrning the missionaries who have 
been trapped by these same armies, 
Criticism is belng freely levelled at 
the group of China Inland Misslon~ 
ares that have remained In the Prov- 
ince, against Consular orders, to 
hasten away trom the danger zone. 

‘We have the pleasure, herein Ka 
feng, of meeting quite a large group 
of men and women who have come 
out from Shansl and are "refugeoing” 
fn our midst. ‘They. assert that, if 
Consular orders came into the prov- 
Ince, they did not receive such, and 
the ‘opinion freely expressed Is) that 
many others may have been in the 
fame plight. They came out when 
they knew that there was danger to 
be avoided. 

“They also say, however, that after 
the first rumours of large band 
having come across the river, they 
were re-assured by the later ‘news, 
that many Government troops, were 
hurrying into the province. ‘There 
was a question, as to whether it wero 
hiot better to' remain, when condi 
tlons were reported’ {0 have 60 
radically changed. Since these 
friends, now in. present safety, Te 
soned thus, they are convinced’ that 
those who remain Jn the danger area 
mist have 50 reasoned. 


Communists Re-inforced 
From Chinese friends who have 
‘out of the provines, and there 
‘many here now, it is earned that 
Gil the Communist ‘forces, at present 
battling against the Shansi troops, did 
not cross the River. ‘The reporis are 
that about 30,000 did cross, but that 
having crossed, about 20,000 provin- 
clal troops joined them. ‘Those who: 
‘would stom to know, freely assert 
that Shansl is generally affected to 
a high degree with the Communist 
octrines—not Shansi only, but south 
Hopeh also Is affected. 

Provinelal officials report that the 
borders of the province are being 
frenched and garrisoned, to prevent 
any crossing "from Shansi into 
‘Honan, We know less about the ise 
position, it-any, of Honan forces 
Wwtihin Shansi, Tt 48 assumed that the, 
Shansl leaders do not weleome any 
outside interference in thelr local 
affairs. ‘The Chairman of Honan made 
‘a short call into” ‘Talyuan, his old 
centre of labours, but os one trom 
the North said, "He had but time te 
take tea and come out aguin’ 

‘There are many Tumcurs affecting 
the peace of mind of our local, Chi 
nese community. Not knowing: what 
Js going on inthe world about us, 
they are naturally troubled by the 
{troop ‘movements, and are fearful of 
what It ‘all mean to 
However the peace of Kalfeng seems 
to be assured, as the Paclfeation 
Commissioner of Honan and Aihwel, 
Gen. Liu Chi, 1s carefree enough to 
play tennis and continue his study of 
English. Gen. Shang Chen also is 
reported to be plotting golt course 
for the clty. Golf is one of his 
favourite exercises and thus far In our 
history Kaifeng has had no en- 
thusiasts, who were In a position to

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EXTRALITY RIGHTS IN 
MANCHOUKUO 


Japanese Not to Suffer in 
Case of Changes 
Front Our Own Comsrunomer 


‘Mukden, Mar, 27, 

‘As the time for the abrogation ‘of| 
Japanese extraterritorial rights in 
‘Manchoukuo approaches, the question 
natura'ly arises as to the status of 
other foreigners who now enjoy thes 
rights. In the case of Japanese the 
change will not be a very great one, 
since arrangements are belng made 
for many thousands of Jopanese oMl- 
clals, and Japanese police tc be trans 
ferred to the Manchoukuo services 
‘when the change takes lace. 

Japanese advisers and Japanese 
Judges in considerable number have 
‘been employed in all Manchoukuo| 
courts, and progressive improvement 
Jn these organs may -be looked for. 
‘Moreover the new laws In Manchoi- 
Kuo are patterned in no small past 
fon those of Japan. 

Germans and others who no longer 
enjoy extraterritorial rights, appear 
indifferent to the changs, for any im- 
provement in the civil’ or criminal 
courts will be to thelr advantage. Tt 
‘would be dimeult to imagine them 
faring any worse than a German 
‘viee-consul did a few years ago in 
the Chinese courts in Mukden. 


Forelgn Rights Confirmed 

‘The rights of foreigners in this area 
‘appear to be confirmed by declara- 
tlons made in 1932. Tn the statement 
Issued by Mr. Hsieh, the Foreign 
Minister, in March 1982, occur the 
following passages: “The Government} 
‘shall succeed to those obligations for 





whieh tis lable, due tothe Republic of | 


China by vittue’ of treaty stipulations 
with foreign countries, in the light of 
{International “laws and. conventions 
and these obligations shall be faith- 
fully discharged. 

“The Government shall not infringe 
upon the acquired rights of the 
peoples of foreign countries within 
the limits of the State of Manchuria, 
and further their persons and pro- 
perties shall be given full protec 
ton.” 

Unfortunately it must be admitted 
that the administration of laws in 
this country still Ieaves something to 
be desired, 

‘As an instance of the operation ot 
the courts in Mukden, which is cer= 
tainly not the most backward city in 
the Empire, the experience of your 
correspondent may be of interest, 

‘Two robbers, succeeded in removing| 
‘a considerable’ amount of property 
from his house inthe summer of 
1038. ‘The police captured the cul 
peits within less than an hour, but 
no notice was given to the owner of 
the articles recovered, who learnt of 
the capture wholly by accident some 
time later, A. request for the return 
‘of the stolen property, brought the 
reply that it had been sent over to 
police headquarters on the other side 
of the city. 

‘A visit there, elicited the inform 
tion that the men and thelr loot hi 
been sent on to the court. At the 
court it was learned that it wos 
necessary to entera formal complaint. 
‘Tho necessary papers were filled out 
and it was stated that due notice 
Would be sent to the complainant 
when the case came up. No notice 
was ever received, and after waiting 
two years inquiries were instituted 
as to when the stolen property would 
be returned. After soveral days an 
coffcial reply was transmitted, vert 
1y, to the effect that the police were 
‘unable to flnd any trace of the stolen 
property or of the robbers, though 
they were supposed to be in ail. 

‘Thieves Beaten by Poti 


During a recent outbreak of petty 
thieving here we captured {wo thlets 
fon the same day. ‘The first after the 
restoration of small articles in his 
possession was severely beaten by the 
pollee, and turned loose. “The second, 
captured in broad daylight ns he was 
faltompting to remove large windows 
from a conservatory, after, “a strict 
examination,” admitted that he had 
stolen three windows and two doors 
the night bofore, and had sold them 
toa small shop on the principal 
street In the centre of the settle- 
ment. 

Having in mind the dimeulty in re- 
covering property in the previous 
‘ease we inquired from the police what 
should be done. The reply was that 
if it was destred that the thiet be 
sent to the court, it would be neces~ 
sary to appear against him and the 
property would be required as 
evidence, As an alternative it was 
suggested that the articles could be 
purchased from the recelver and the 
ease closed. 

‘Eventually the articles which had 
cost over $60 wore delivered by the 
ppollee to the owner upon payment of 
$5.10, and it was later learned that

of the present Insurance Committes 
with one trustee added. Exhaustive 
study of many schemes submitted by. 
Toeal insurance companies has beon 
made and it was felt that the 
premiums quoted were based on a 
considerably hither rate of mortality 
than was justified according to the 
Association's own experience. A 
further factor in deciding the Assocla- 
tlon to carry its own insurance is, 
that ft has now accumulated sufficient, 
reserves to justify taking on this 
responsibility. 

‘8—Approval was given to the pay- 
‘ment of leence fees for such addi- 
tlonal pullers as the Council decides 
to licence. 


Help During Lockout 


At a special meeting of the Board 
‘of Management held on April 2, ways 
‘and means of affording relief 10 
members who were so seriously 
affected by the “lockout” whieh 
Started the previous day, were 
thoroughly discussed. It was deeld- 
ed that it was impracticable to give 
cooked food to such large numbers: 
‘and uncooked food could not con- 
venliently be handled by the majority. 
‘The payment of 30 cents to each 
member every two days commencing. 
‘April 4 was therefore decided upon 
but only pullers who were unable 
to hire out rickshaws should be given 
relief. Diseretion as to how long 
this ellef should be continued was 
given to the Chairman. 

‘Complete arrangements for tho dis- 
bursement of this relief were made, 
three widely separate centres on 

ie Northern side being chosen, but 
the collapse of the “lockout” on the 
night of the 3rd, rendered it unneces- 
sary to proceed with the scheme.

MOVEMENT 


Mrs, How-Martyn Quotes 
England as Example 


“Bisth control does not mean not 
to have children, but to have those 
you want and can afford to have, 
Birth control is prevention, _ not 
abortion,” declared Mrs, Edith’ How- 
Martyn, Hon, Director of the’ Birth 
Control International Information 
Centre, London, in a lecture on "Pop- 
ulation and Birth Control.” given. at 
the Y.W.C.A. auditorium, 999 Bubbling 
Well Road, on Tuesday, April. It was 
the first public lecture given under 
the auspices of tho Shanghai Birth 
Control League, and Mrs. Herman 
Liu interpreted it in Chinese for the 
benefit of the audience, which con- 
tained only a sprinkling of foreigners. 


Mrs. How-Marlyn sald she felt that 
any country which could not ensure 
proper Kealth and living conditions, 
fand adequate educational and social 
facilities for every child born was 
‘over-populated, The problems of 
population depended upon the indivi 
dual family. “A happy young mother 
with her first child speedily changed 
to a worn and harassed woman it 
other children were born faster than 
her kealth could stand and the family 
purse afford. To give children the 
best chance jn life, « period of at least 
2% years should elapse between the 
birth of each one, for statistics have 
shown that -the death-rate Increases 
with the rapid growth of famille 
England introduced birth control 
60 years ago, as a result of which, 
where the welfare of the common 
people was concerned, it was the best. 
country in the world to-day. Because 
of birth control, It had been able to 
afford social service, education, and 
ld-age pensions for’ working people. 
Birth control clinies not only had 
given advice to young mothers on 
contraception, but others who wanted 
Jehildren had come for help and, in 
many cases, obtained thelr desire, 
‘The Birth Control League also tried 
to improve health, housing, and 
‘educational facilities’ for children of 
the poorer classes. It regarded birth 
control as a part of preventive medi- 
ing and public health work. Tt was 
urging that medical practitionors of 
all countries be trained in contracep- 
ive work, for if this were added to 
the curriculum of every medical 
school in the world, parents would 
be able to receive proper guidance, 
To the charge that birth control 
Increased immorality the speaker 
sald that, If young people were given 
Proper sex education, good teaching 
on health and sex hygiene, ani 
healthy public opinion were created, 
it would lead to a higher state of 
morality, By birth control, conscious 
‘and deliberate control of’ the child 
‘and family, it might be possible to 
abolish war and give every child its 
place in the sun.

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CHOLERA CONTROL IN SHANGHAI 


Reports: of Past Year's Endeavours and Plan for 
Forthcoming Summer Outlined at Conference 


Representatives of the three munt- 
cipalities in Shanghai, National 
Health Administration, Nanking; Na- 
tlonal Quarantine Service, Railway 
Health ‘Service, Chinese Red Cross 
Hospital and the Henry Lester In- 
stitute met on Monday, Apr. 0, in 
the administration building of’ the 
Kiangwan Civie Centre 10 discuss 
plans against a possible cholera 
epidemic in the coming summer,

Dr, Wu Lien-ieh, in opening the 
meeting, referred to the unfortunate 
absence, due to an accident, of Dr. 

J, Heng Liu, Director General of the 
National Health Administration, who 
‘was to have presided, He welcomed 
the delegates present and thanked 
them {or ‘coming, some from long 
distances. 

Reports of Work in 1035 

Dr. C, P, Li reported on behalf of 
the ‘Central “Field Health Station, 
‘Nanking. He mentioned that the 
Department of Bacteriology and 
Epldemle Disease Control carried 
* out stool examinations throughout 
1935 but found no true cholera cases. 
Classes for public health doctors, in- 

spectors and nurses were also held, 

and expeditions sent to many places 
in the Interior such as Kiangsi and 
South Fuklen to undertake investi 
fations into diseases such as mal 
Tia, typhold, dysentery, plague, etc. 
Research work was also carried out 
‘on cholera vibrios and anticholera 
vaccine, ‘The Central Epidemic Pre- 
vention Bureau was moved from Pel- 
ping to Nanking and was now housed 
ina new building. Biologicals were 
being produced, 

‘The reports of the Epidemiological 
and Propaganda Committees were 
circulated and read respectively by 
Drs. J. W, H. Chun and T. A. Li, 
Dr.’ Politzer “read the report of 
the ‘subcommittee on water i 
vestigation. In this connection, the 
Chairman ‘thanked the Lester’ In- 
stitute and Dr, Robertson for grant 
ing special facilities for carrying oul 
‘the investigations at the laborator! 
of the Institute, Much had been ae- 
complishe? although naturally the 
work wrs not ‘yet complete, Dr. 
Robertson suggested that more| 
bbacterlophage work be carried out| 
in Shanghai laboratories. 

‘Various reports were tabled, in« 
cluding Dr, Dzen’s report on stool 
examinations in Greater Shanghai, 
‘Dr. Li's report of anti-cholera inocula~ 
tlons (605,125 inoculations in Greater 
Shanghai for 1995) ond Dr, Huang’s 
reports on inoculations of railway’ 
employees and their families.

In 1919, he was co-opted by 
the Shanghai 3unieipal Council to 
serve on the Finance Committee, and 
jwas elected » Councillor for the term 
1919-1920. He was later the Amer- 
fcan representative on the Consulla- 
tive Conservancy Board from 1920 
to 1021, was president of the Amer- 
ican Chamber of Commerce for many 
years, and. took ‘= lively interest in 
ie American Club, of which, too, he 

















was president for a number of years, 
both'in its old quarters in Nanking 
Road and in the modern building om 
Foochow 

“He took a prominent part in the 
establishment of the local Foreign 
YMCA. and in the formation of 
the Shanghal American School. He: 
twas one of the leading Americans in 
the old Union Club, which later dis- 
folved, and which represented the 
frst real movement at bringing the 
British, American, and Chinese com- 
munities into closer contact. He was 
also on one of the early Board of 
Governors of the present Columbia 
Country Club, and, in addition, was! 
president of the Nomad Oasis, and a 
member of the Shanghal, America 
Golf, and French Clubs. 

Tt was with genuine regret that a 
targe section of both the forelgn and 
he Chinese communities here sald 
farewell to Mr. Dollar when he left 
China for good in 1025, to take up 
the position of vice-president of the 
Dollar Steamship Co, in Americ 

Tn addition to this post, he also 
held the position of vice-president of 
the American Mail Line and of the 
Robert Dollar Co,, a lumbering frm, 
and. was president "of the Pacific 
Steamship Co.

Dr, Adam A. Shishlo 

Dr. Adam Alexander Shishlo's death 
last Monday ended untimely the career 
‘of man, who was not only much 
respected by the foreign and Chinese 
communities in Shanghal, but one, 
wko during his lifetime, rendered 
‘reat, service to his fellow men. He 
was $5 years‘of age and is survived 
by his wife and son. A native of 
Poland, then a province of Russia, 
Dr. Shishlo graduated from the Im= 
perial Medical Academy In St, Peters- 
Durg in 1903 and joined the ‘medical 
staff of the Russian navy. He was 
in Messina in 1008, when ‘77,283 lost 
their lives in a disastrous earthquake. 
For. his untiring work In. helping| 
‘sufferers he was decorated by the 
King of Italy. “He was a pupil of the 
great Russlan physiologist, Ivan] 
Pavloff, and in 1910 obtained bis M.D. 
after several years of research work. 

Before he came to Shanghal in 1023, 
he was in Viadivostok. In Shanghai| 
he built up a large private practice 
and was g member of the Shanghal 
Medical Asscelation. © For five years| 
he was chairman of the Russian Medl- 
cal Association. He rose to the rank| 
of captain in the S.V.C. “First he was| 
jn the Russian Regiment and later he| 
transferred to the reserve of officers. 
He will be remembered for his wls-| 
dom, talents, “Kindness and charity

SUPREME CT. DECIDES © 
ON GOLD CLAUSES 


Interpretation Clarifies 
Confusion in U.S. 


Waskington, Apr. 6, 

‘Two court decisions, one affecting 
interpretation of gold clauses in bonds 
and the other governing possession of 
gold by allens in the United States 
Fesulted to-day in clarifying some of 
the confusion which has existed since 
the Supreme Court in 1034 upkeld the 
validity of the Congressional Act 
nationalizing the nation’s gold supply. 

‘The United States Supreme Court 
to-day upheld the contention that 
‘bond interest payable in foreign cur- 
reneles must carry a premium if paid 
in devaluated Ameriean doliars. 

In the ease of tke St, Louls <ind 

Southwestern Rallrond, ‘the Second 
Cireult Court of Appeals had pro 
viously ruled that gold bonds paynble 
In-the currencies of countries still on 
the gold standard must be paid elther 
fn gold or in American currency at 
the rate of $1.69 to the dollar, ‘To 
day, the Supreme Court upheld the 
Tower court's ruling, which Involves 
corporation bonds totalling more than 
$50,000,000, 
‘The other ruling was given at New 
York, in the ease of the  Ubersee 
Finanz Korporation, a Swiss concern 
which protested against the enforced 
surrender of $1,250,000 worth of gold 
held in a New York bank, ‘The 
Cireult Court of Appeals ruled to-day 
that gold holdings of forelgners in the 
United States must be surrendered the 
same as that held by American 
cilizens—United Press.

FLYING TO PEPING 
A Correction 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonri-Ciua Dany News" 


Sui—In this morning's issue under 
the caption-of “Tourists to Fly to| 
Peiping” you state “For the first timo| 
fan aeroplane will co-operate with al 
[world erulse to-morrow.” ‘That state- 
ment is Incorrect inasmuch as it Is 
the second time that has happened, 
the first being the special charter 
of the Douglas DC2 of the China Na-| 
tional Aviation Corporation for the| 
Cruise of the “Empress of Britain”| 
on Sunday, March 29 last, 


‘With a full plane and a crew of! 
four the beautiful Douglas took_off 
from Lunghwa promptly at 7.20. ‘The| 
day looked a little grey, but Mr,| 
‘McCloskey, the pilot assured the| 
travellers that we would have a good 
trip as weather reports indicated. 
There was the usual hurry of strap- 
ping the passengers in their seats for} 
tho take-off by the energetic Chinese| 
steward. In a moment we were on 
‘our way, not being aware as to when| 
we actually left the ground. 

‘As we gained altitude we passed| 
through banks of white fleecy clouds| 
and there suddenly burst upon us| 
the most inspiring sight. The bright| 
sun was just coming up in a per- 
fectly cloudless sky and we were 
riding along on the top of what’ 
looked like soap-suds. The blue of| 
the sky took on the various shades. 
deep indigo over us and as we looked 
at the horizon it tapered into a very’ 
light blue of the early dawn, We 
were then at 13,000 feet, 

We left this cloud bank after about! 
ftteen minutes and were well on our 
way to our first stop Pelping. We 
aid not follow the” regular route, 
being a special, we let the Stinson 
lane whieh left for the regular run| 
fat the same time look after the| 
‘malls. . We cut across country over! 
the Interior, and soon we were fas- 
cinated with the slight of the towns 
which appeared to be quite near 
tach other, connected by thread-like 
roads, but as we went farther inland 
the roads became fewer, and canals| 
were the means of communication 
between the towns and ships and 
funks looked lke mere ‘specks upon 
the waters. 

‘Mr. McCloskey brought. us. maps 
and explained to the tourists just 
where we were, pointing out dried up 
tiver-beds almést beside, so it seemed| 
to us, rice fields being irrigated. ‘The 
sun would catch patches of water 
which would shimmer like mirrors| 
coming back to us in blinding flashes| 
of light. 

‘As we continued Mr. McCloskey ex- 
ninined to the men passengers just 
how that giant “and complicated 
Instrument "board was operated. 
‘neluding Its artifeial horizon, which 
fascinated one of the men in partl- 
‘cular, who Is the head of a locomotive! 
Company. The co-pilot interested 
the passengers greatly when they’ 
heard that he, a Chinese, was born 
'n Baltimore, educated in its schools, 
and received his aviation instructions| 
there, One of the passengers, 0 
physician attached to Johns Hopkins 
‘had a long conversation with him, 
enjoying a sort of “old home week.” 

‘A strong head wind held us up a 
bit but the afr was not “bumpy” and 
‘one might have been in a new motor 
ear. Suddenly 1 was aware that 
all were very quiet and saw all but 
fone passenger fast asleep in the wide 
comfortable seats, they having seen 
the high spots of Shanghal the night 
before, starting at the American Club 
and ending at the Lunghwa airport.’ 

‘As we neared Peiping one of | the 
passengers, an old China hand, asked 
me if It were possible to fly low 
‘over the Forbidden City. I asked 
Mr. McCloskey, and we'had the 
delightful experience of flying quite 
low over The Temple of Heaven, the 
Forbidden City and the Legation 
Quarter. We circled it twice, and 
the bright sunshine caught the lovely 
blues and yellows: 

‘We landed in’ Pelping at about 
12,80, and all of the passengers ex- 
pressed their appreciation to the pilot 
for a wonderful experience. 











Belng a specisl charter it was 
necessary for the Douglas to return 
at once fo Shanghai, and after re 
fueling, Mr. MeCloskey took off with 
‘zstrong tail wind, and was back in 
Shanghat in 3% hours 

In the meantime the Stinson arrived 
in Poiping at 6.05 pm. Just thirty 
five minutes after the Douglas arrived| 
back in Shanghall 

T returned to Shanghai the follow- 
Ing day on the Stinson making the 
‘usual stops, Captain Allison being the 
pilot, “Of all of the places ‘we saw 
‘Tsingtao was unforgettable with Its 
deep blue sea and bright yollow 
beaches stretching out into it, 

Hoalchow, with its salt vats was! 
Interesting, and coming through the 
country into Shanghal by the. back 
‘way ft seemed, the country’ looked 
bright and prosperous with the land 
being irrigated by the use of wind~ 
millg which could be seen revolving 
slowly, We were fying at about 5,000 
feet most of the way back. 

‘The. bright ribbon road from 
Shanghal to Wusih was a busy one, 
plenty of motors of all kinds racing. 
‘long at high speed. Finally in the 
istance we could sce the dim out 
ne of a smokey Shanghal, and soon 
we were able to see the’ Hungino 
erodrome, the lovely gardens of the 
private homes along Hungjao Road, 
the flags gayly flying on Hubleon Inn 
‘and then’ the. impressive new apart- 
ent houses just completed. 


In a few moments Lunghwa Aero-|' 


drome was in sight and after eireling 
it we made a perfect landing almost| 
twenty minutes ahead of time on 
account of the strong tail wind, 

‘A well-known newsreel man said 
to me not long ago, “It is impossible| 
to know China until one has” flown 
over iv The distances “are not 
realized, especially in the Interior| 
‘where even the railways do not call. 

‘Thus ended for me my first long 
ight, having delivered the first| 
group of tourists to China safely in 
Pelping that brilllant Sunday morn 
ing.

Judgment in the total amount of 
$127,500.03 was awarded Mr. A. 
Hatherly, a British subjech by Judge 
Milton J. Helmick in the U.S. Cou 
for China on, Thursday against the 
American Church Mission, that 
‘amount being the balance owing on 
84 mow of land on Hart Road. The 
‘rage first came up for hearing towards 
the end of last month, when evidence 
‘was given to the effect that negotia~ 
tions for Use sale of the land were 
conducted between Mr. Hatherly, a 
real estate broker, and the Asia 
Realty Co, and that the American| 
Church Mission, through tke medium 
of Arco Loan ‘Certificates, actually 
pald for the land in full, but that| 
the Asia Really Co, was not able to 
pay Mr. Hatherly ‘the full amount 
owing to a lack of suMclent funds 
in hand, 

Tn his judgment, Judge Helmick: 
said:— 

This is an action brought by the 
vendor of certain real estate in 
Shanghai for the balance of pur- 
chase price against American Church 
Mission which is alleged to be the 
yendee of the property. By way of 
defence defendant says it is not the 
purchaser but that the written con- 
tract for the sale of the property was 
made between plaintiff and Asia 
Realty Company and that the Asia 
Really Company was not the agent 
of defendant in the transaction. ‘The 
main issue is whether or not the Asia 
Realty Company was in fact and in 
law the agent of defendant, and 
‘whether defendant is liable to plaint- 
if upon the contract and for the 
unpaid remainder of the purehase 
price. 

‘The facts adduced upon the trial 
of the cause are found by the Court

Local Resident's Suicide 
VERDICT AY INQUEST ON MIR. EC, BCERIEN 
Before Mr. W. T. Collins, Coroner 

A verdict that death was due to a 
solf-inflieted gun-shot wound was 
returned by Mr, W. T. Collins, US. 
Coroner, at the close of the inquest 
‘on Thursday afternoon on the body of 
Mr. EG, Berrien, who was found 
dead in his apartment at 651 Weihai- 
‘wei Road at 7.30 pm, on Wednesday. 
‘The evidence at the inquest included 
a letter left by the deceased and 
addressed to Mr. A. Bassett, a direc- 
tor of the Yee Tsoong Tobacco Dis- 
tributors, Lid, with which Mr. 
Berrien was connected, and in which 
he suid that he was afraid of losing 
his mind, The examination of wit- 
nesses was conducted by Me. Felthan 
Walson, the U.S, District Attorney. 

Dr, W. H, Gardiner, who certified 
the cause of the deceased's death, 
said ho had known Mr: Berrien for 
21 years. He had examined him 
medically twice recently, as Mr. 
Berrien thought he was suffering 
from a cold; in neither instance had 
‘any symptoms been found. ‘They 
never spoke seriously about the 
trouble, and Mr, Berrien did not 














lappesr to be despondent at all. There 
were no signs of any disease from 


which he could not hope to recover, 
but it, was Dr. Gardiner's opinion de- 
‘ceased took his own life 

‘Det.-Serg, J. H. Ware, who visited 
the apartment as a result of a tele- 
phone call, spoke of the discovery of 
the Colt .45 automatic pistol and of 
105 rounds of ammunition in a chair 
nearby, ‘The body was lying in a 
pool of blood. ‘Thore were no signs 
of foul play, and in his opinion Mr. 
Berrien shot himself while seated in 
‘a chair near his wardrobe. 

Me, Bassett sald he had known the 
deceased for about ten years, He went 
fo the flat about 8 pm, after recelv- 
ing telephone call, "and found a 
Iarge envelope, addressed to himself, 
containing two scaled covers and a 
document purporting to be a will 
Signed by ‘Mr, Berrien. 


Deceased's Letter 


‘One of the sealed” covers, which 
contained a duplicate of the purported 
‘will, enclosed a letter to him which 

“T have been so despondent and 
depressed. since catching some sort 
of “flu on the Hoover that I'am afraid 
of losing my mind and I am going 
‘out. Kindly ask Moore and Clifford 
fo look through my trunks and 
destroy anything they see ft, I wish 
‘to thank you for your ‘kind 
nesses to me these past years, which 
has meant much to me. Good-bye, 
‘Me, Bassett, and good luck.” 

"A telegram had been received 
that morning by his company 
from Loulsville, Kentucky, reading— 
“B. V. Berrien El_ Paso enquiring 
regarding E.G. Berrien Shanghal 
Feported dead. Advise by telegram. 

"He did not know if any telegram 
was sent Thursday night, but as the 
Telegram was despatched trom Louis- 
ville at 525 pm. on April 8, it was 
possible that the news iad been sent 
‘on Thursday night by the press, 

"Mr, W. C. G. Clifford, who knew 
the deceased both in business and 
socially, sald that he arrived at the 
fiat about 8 pm, after being tele- 
phoned by the house-boy. He im- 
mediately telephoned for the police.| 
He had no suspicion of foul play: as| 
far as he Knew, deceased was not| 
‘fnanelally embarrassed, 

"Mr, H. Moore said that ke saw Mr. 
Berrien in the office that morning, 
when the latter told him he felt ter-| 
ible and depressed. Witness advised 
hhim to go Lome to bed, and deceased 
sald he would take the advice. 

"The house-boy testified that Mr. 
Berrien returned home at about 11.90 
‘a.m, on Wednesday and that bis mas~ 
ter started to write letters and to 
type. At 12.30 he called his master 
to lunch, but the latter told him he 
did not want to eat. His master then 
told Bim to go out and to return at 
5 pm, He did so, knocked on the 
door shortly safter § o'clock, but re- 
ceived no reply. After waiting about| 
{ll 7 o'clock, he opened the door and 
found Mr. Berrien lying dead on the 
floor, He immediately telephoned Mr. 
cifterd, 

“The ‘verdict of this Court,” said 
tke Coroner, “is that the deceased E. 
G. Berrien met his death by a gun- 
shot wound, self-inflicted. Sulcide.

Dr. Shishlo’s Death Investigated 

‘Tha tragle circumstances of the 
death of Dr. Adam Alexander Shishlo, 
the well-known local Polish physician, 
who passed away at the Shanghai 
General Hospital on Monday morning, 
‘April 6, were investigated by Pro-

Evidence of Wife

The boy sald that deceased 
returned home at 2 pm, on Sunday 
under the influence of drink and 
quarrelled with his wife regarding 
their son, Deceased always wished 
to get back his son who had gone to 
‘Tsinan, After the quarrel, deceased 
looked very angry and went into his 
office, " Subsequently, Mrs, Shishlo 
sent ‘the cook to the’ office where 
deceased was found lying on the 
floor, grasping a syringe. Mrs. Shishlo 
called Dr. Jofick and a lawyer and 
had deceased removed to the General 
{Hospital where it was found that 
\deceased was suffering from poison. 
‘Deceased died at 8 a.m, on Monday. 

‘The Procurator then said to Mrs. 
Shishio that the General Hospital 
doctor sald that her husband died of 
poisoning.

GIANT AIRSHIP HOME AFTER 
EXCITING JOURNEY 


Friedrichshafen, Apr. 10. 

While a erowd of 8,000 checred and 
sang “Deutschland Uber Alles,” the 
new giant German dirigible Hinden- 
burg, with only three of her four 
engines working, relurned safely to 
hher base here to-day at 5.0 o'clock 
(GMT). after a stormy trip from 
Rio de Janciro, Brazil,

jeheered Dr, Hugo von Eckener, the 
Hindenburg's designer, who _ was 
‘seen pale and anxious peering from 
dehind a row of cheering passengers 
Teaning from the windows of the 
saloon. 

‘Considerable anxiety for the safety 
of the erew and the 18 passengers 
fon board was aroused yesterday 
When It was Tearned that one of the 
Hindenburg's ongines had broken 
down and that she was battling a 
violent wind over Gibraltar.

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INCONSEQUENCES 
By Latnator 


Once ayain in the off season be- 
tween the disappearance of Rugger 
and the appearance of the white 
sereens, the sawdust and the 
umpires’ coats, Wisden comes to 
delight the heart of the cricketer. 
It fs, of course, a new Wisden, in 
the Sense that it Is the first under 
the editorship of Mr. Wilfrid H. 
Brookes, who succeeds to a goodly 
heritage and, lest there should be 
any doubt about it, let it at once be 
said that he is well fitted for the 
privilege, Even the most con- 
servative admirer of Wisden will 
applaud the little touches of im= 
proved presentations and more 
compact tabular technique. It is 
possible that closo observers may 
regret the disappearance of the 
slightly pontifical note that Wisden 
has Jong adopted in dealing with 
cerleket problems, but on reflection 
it will be probably held that the 
change is for the betler because 
‘Mr. Brookes brings to his eritical 
exposition a freshness of outlook 
Which does not too rigidly confine 
itself to the actual playing of the 
game. He manages, for instance, 
to put in a plea for a greater con- 
sideration of those admirable men 
who discharge the duties of 
secretaries in the counties. He 
gives very definite opinion against

‘were fixed at comparatively modest 
Agures, to be augmented only after 
specified periods of approved service. 
With the phenomenal expansion of| 
the Service, especially since the ad- 
vent of the National Government, 
highly. trained specialists in admin- 
Iatration, in accounting, in chemistry, 
in military matters have been added 
im the higher brackets. Occasionally, 
to be sure, even with all safeguards, 
the higher positions in the Service 
have not been able to withstand 
sustalned political pressure, The 
fact remains, however, that with o 
minute exception the 'vast majority

Complexity of Gabelte 

‘The Salt Administration remains a 
highly complex” institution, "The 
Customs revenues are collected in 
the open ports; the Internal Revenue 
obtains the larger portion of its 
receipts from a few large factories 
In Shanghai, ‘The Salt has its es- 
tablished offices throughout the 
length and breadth of China. Tt 
collects Ils revenue from innumer- 
fable. merchants, transporters, | and 
peddlers, ‘The ‘preventive work is! 
ost dimeult and requires a large 
fore, actually nearly 22,000 oficers 
‘and men, as salt is produced along 
the entire littoral of nd 
innumerable lakes, wells and mines| 
Inland, ‘Thus over these wide areas} 
smuggling is often an easy matter. 
Moreover, the Salt Administration 
concerns itself not only with taxation 

‘also with the production, trans 
portation ‘and distribution of salt, 
each phase having Its own problems, 
{ls complicated rules and precedents. 
Whenever a long sanctioned custom 
Is Interfered with a storm of protest 
breaks, and trouble ensues to be| 
patiently and tactfully overcome. 
‘The facts are that revenue in these 
recent years has been considerably 
Inereased, expenses have been a 
ually reduced, notable reforms ite 
herto seareely conceivable have been 
‘effected, All this has been due to| 
the combined efforts of Inspectorate 
officers and staff, Chinese and for- 
eign, ‘They are the ones who know 
much ‘more, work much harder, and 
Ihave worked much harder ” than 
their" erlties, If _extravaganee 
‘and laxity prevailed as the latter 
allege, certainly the tale of accom- 
plishment would be much less eredit-| 
able. 

Ir Is reported in Canton that the| 
Kuangtung provinelal government is 
preparing to open another aeroplane 
factory, the exact location of which 
fnas not been revealed.

‘The Mongol's life is a simple and 
contented one. He eltker lives in a 
Jurts, a small hut made of wood and 
felt, of, when travelling, in a mei 
chan, a cloth tent which is simple 
fo erect, and is so designed that no 
‘matler how strong te wind, it never 
blows down. ‘The jurta Is enlered 
by a wooden door; in the centre is 
the fireplace, which serves to heat the 
place and cook tke food. 

‘The door is, of course, not strong 
enough to keep out intruders, but If 
‘2 Mongol leaves his jurta for g month| 
‘or even a year, he merely closes the 
door with a simple wooden latch, and 
noone apparently ever dreams of 
‘entering it in bis absence. 

‘Jurtas are never bullt far away 
from a. well, but at the same time: 
fare never nearer than five | miles 
from it, to prevent contamination of| 
the water by sheep and cattle, which 

‘night cluster around the kouse for 
warmth and protection. 

‘Sleeping accommodation is simple. 
‘The master of the house reclines on 
‘a rough bed consisting of two low: 
wooden rests with a couple of planks 
‘Mung across them. ‘The rest of the 
family sleep on the floor; on felt 
mats if they are fairly well off, other- 
wise on the ground.

New Shirt Once a Year 
Simple also are the Mongol’ 
clothes.

The average foreigner, 
seeing a Mongol for the first time, 
might suffer from the delusion that 
hhe has enormous feel; this is due 10 
the size of his shoes, whic: have to 
bbe Huge In order that his feet, which 
in winter are clad in heavy felt] 
socks, ean get into them comfortably, 
‘When Mongolia was first visited by' 
the missionaries, they were gralifed 
to see the great interest apparently. 
taken in Christlanlty, large quantities 
‘of Bibles being sold in almost no 
time. It was subsequently discovered, 
however, that the wily Mongols were 
tearing the leather covers off the 
books to make soles for their boots 
‘These boots are not very strong 
‘and, indeed, have no need to be, for: 
the Mongol would not dream of wal 
Ing distances of over en yards, pi 
fering to ride tis pony. The Mongot

Unique Ablutlons 


‘As soon as it Is light in the morn- 
ing, the Iedy of the house gets up 
‘and prepares the tea; she then unties| 
the caltle, which are tled up outside 
the jurla’at night. Meanwhile, ofter| 
re tea Is ready, the lord of the 
manor gels up and, donning his 
clothes, goes outside for m wash. His| 
follet fea simple affair; he takes a 
[small bow! of water, fills his mouth 
with if, and then lels it pour out 
Trom between Eis lips onto his hands 
which in (urn he runs over his face. 
‘There Ise Mongol saying to the 
effect that it a man goes without a 
[bath during life he will reach the age! 
of Atty; if he hos a bath, even once, 
that will never come to pass. 

‘The Mongol eats meat only im the| 
winter, when however, he often con-| 
Sumes five pounds of mutton at a| 
sitling. There is nothing wasted when 
fa sheep is killed; practically every- 
thing goes Into the pot and Is bolled| 
‘until the mixture reaches « somewkat 
‘muddy cosisteney. When the mut- 
ton is half cooked—not even a Mfon- 
gel could chew fuily cooked meat— 
fis taken out with a palr ot plncers| 
which are also used for stoking the 
fre. The mutton Is held In the left 
‘hand, a portion is placed in the mouth, 
and a knife held in tke right hand| 
‘Severs the morsel from the  maln 
plece. At the conclusion of the meal, 
the Mongol wipes his hands down, 
coat-front; the more fat seen on| 
‘2 coat, the richer the Mongol, for it 
shows that he can afford to eat fat 
mutton.

A. good| 
chauffeur is able to repair anything, 
excepting the shaft connecting the| 
gear-box with the back axle, in which| 
ease there is nothing else 10 be done| 
but to wait for the next car to come| 
along and tow the disabled machine|

This is where the fun starts, as 
very few Mongolian ponies are bro- 
en into. harness, “The pony's lees| 
are obbled together, and the shafts} 
of the cart are pushed over him and| 
the harness is. fastened.

When the animal finds it can- 
not get free by Kicking and rearing, 
AU starts of at a gallop over fields 
and ditches, with driver and passeng- 
er hanging on for all they are worth. 

After about half an hour, however, 
it calms down and starts trotting

Two lorries set out from 
Urga to Manchouli, and in the twilight 
fone of them, driven by a Tussian by 
the name of Ivanoff, missed the road 
‘and turned over. Passengers and the 
Oriver of the other lorry ran to his 
fsistance, and found that he was 
soaked with pelrol from the tank 
under the driver's seat. As his legs 
were badly injured, he was placed 
fon the side of the road, while every- 
fone else went back to try and righten 
the lorry.

Courteous ‘Treatment from Countryside: Munitions

‘Often I found myself in those 
sections of the country usually 
alluded (ons “off the beaten track,” 
yet not once did I lose my way, pass 
my station of fall to obtain any- 
thing essential to. my convenience. 

“Because, in’ the first place, 
the names of all rallway stations 
are written in English as well as 
Japanese; and if by some mischance, 
you fail to cateh a. glimpse of It, you 
hhave only to ask the train guard (so 
bliging at all mes) or any fellow 
passenger. Name your station, ar 
the Japanese word “desks,” and sure 
enough, you will be told Ut you do 
hot understand the Japanese for yes 
‘or no) by elther a shake or nod of 
the head, or by a hand with one, 
two, three or more fingers held up 
to show you the number of stations 
before you reach your destination, 

Porters. from the principal hotels 
and inns meet most trains at the 
platform barrier and take immediate 
are of you and your baguage.

fous than those to which most of us 
fare. accustomed; furthermore, there 
is no. diffeully in securing the 
bathroom privately if one so desires. 
Sleeping on a futon js also no hard~ 
ahip, being softer than many a bed 
I have experienced; however, if you 
fre Inclined to be fussy, it is’ Sust as 
Wall to take your own pillow along.

Industrial Enterprises 


To do anything like justice to 
Japan's industrial enterprises would) 
Fequire a volume in Itself; so that, 
in this artiele, tis only possible to| 
touch on a few instructive facts. 
investigated conditions in many fac 
torles, mines and workshops and 
‘went to see several home indus- 
tles. 

‘The latter are numerous, smal 
undertakings, usually employing less 
than five. persons. Consequently, 
they do not fall within the scope of| 
the Factory. Act which regulates 
hours of work and health insurance. 
Nevertheless, they produce at least 
ten percent. of Japan's industrial 
ulpvt and cannot, therefore, be dis-| 
tegarded, even in’ this brief review. 
Here, conditions are far from salis-

Even then, 
in (erms of international exchange 
ut not nececsarily in purchasing] 
power), the rates are unquestionably 
far below those paid in the West. 
Hours of work are from eight to 
twelve per day, the latter fgure 
would inelude an hour and a halt 
Fest period.

‘Wages Low but Workers Happy 

Nevertheless, and this is the erux 
of the labour question, although 
wages are lower, hours of work are

Tames, the famous pigsticker, Into 
the wilds of Newfoundland. ‘The 
other dink Js provided by the accident 
that when the party arrived in New- 
foundland they found that the dic- 
{ator of that troubled Dominion was 
Sir. John Hope-Simpson whose 
labours. in rehabilitating Newfound 
Jand are about to come to a triumph- 
ant conclusion. The young men 
fof the expedition came from a re- 
resentative selection of some of the 
Chief public schools in England. In 
fact the only Important name absent 
from the list seems to be that of 
Bion — it is to be hoped that no 
Old Borstalians will at once object. 
Mr, Dennis Clarke accompanied the 
expedition as lis historian and right 
well has he accomplished his task. 








Chief Entomologist 


‘The team was sclected in order to 
distribute the Interest of the expedi~ 
tion equally among the. party. So 
‘Marlborough supplied the chief en~ 
{omologist and with Harrow and 
Wellington the botanists. Mosquitoes 
being particularly prevalent in New- 
foundiand investigation of their habits 
was entrusted to Harrow, and Up- 
pingham looked after the weather.
